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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1 , drawn to a method for producing fibers from dacite or rhyodacite. 

Group II, claim(s) 2, drawn to a method for producing fibers from granite or rhyolite. 

Group III, claim(s) 3, drawn to method for producing fibers from silicon oxide. 

Group IV, claim(s) 4, drawn to a production line comprising a dosing unit, melting 
furnace, feeder with a spinneret, lubricant applicant, winder and bobbin, a mechanical 
processor, heat exchanger, and blending chamber. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special 
technical feature of the these three groups is the type of rock used in the methods, such 
as dacite, rhyodacite, granite, rhyolite, or silicon oxide. This special technical feature is 
not share among the method groups. Furthermore, depending on the type of rock used, 
details of the methods employ are altered, such as temperatures and heating times. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, III, and IV do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the method 
groups overlap with production line in the pieces of apparatus employed to carry out the 
method steps. The special technical features present in all groups include a dosing 
unit, melting furnace, blending chamber, feeder with a spinneret, lubricant applicant, 
winder, bobbin, heat exchanger, and mechanical processor. This special technical 
feature is disclosed byAslanova (RU 2118300) and Dzigiris etal. (NPL in 1449 form). 
Aslanova discloses a production line for producing fibers comprising similar pieces of 
equipment including a batcher (dosing unit), smelting furnace, feeders, draw plates

(spinneret), grease applicator, reels with bobbins, heat exchanger, and a mass 
stabilization zone (blending chamber). Dzigiris also teaches similar equipment for 
manufacturing fibers comprising batching unit, smelting furnace, draw plate, feeders, 
draw plate, greaser and reels. Dzigiris additional includes a crushing action to reduce 
the size of the rocks, hence a mechanical processor. Therefore, the special technical 
feature linking the groups does not provide a contribution over the prior art and no 
single inventive concept exits. Therefore, restriction is appropriate. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
